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March  15,  1935,  Friday,  3  p.  m.  (E.  T.):  A  report  on  acreage  of 
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Grain  Stocks  on  Farms  January  1,  1935 

The  Crop  Reporting  Board  estimates  the  January  1,  1935, 
farm  stocks  of  corn,  wheat,  and  oats  to  be  the  smallest  in  the  9 
years  for  which  records  are  available.  Disappearance  of  these 
grains  from  farm  supplies  during  the  last  quarter  of  1934  was 
likewise  the  smallest  on  record,  but  the  proportion  of  the  crop 
disappearing  was  about  average. 

Corn. — Farm  stocks  of  corn  (for  grain)  on  January  1,  1935, 
were  814,017,000  bushels,  compaied  with  1,433,740,000  bushels 
on  January  1,  1934,  and  1,813,479,000  bushels  in  1633.  The 
pievious  low  record  for  recent  years  was  1,118,424,000  bushels 
on  January  1,  1931. 

Farm  stocks  of  corn  on  January  1  this  year  were  less  than  the 
usual  supplies  on  April  1.  Disappearance  of  corn  during  the 
last  3  months  of  1934  amounted  to  onh  560,610,000  bushels, 
compared  with  922,829,000  bushels  duiing  the  same  period  in 
1933  and  952,112,000  bushels  in  the  last  quarter  of  1932. 

Wheat. — Farm  stocks  of  wheat  on  January  1,  1935,  were 
estimated  at  136,044,000  bushels,  compared  with  196,508,000 
bushels  on  January  1,  1934,  and  273,012,000  bushels  on  January 
1,  1933. 

Disappearance  in  the  last  quarter  of  1934  amounted  to 
94,868,000  bushels,  compared  with  113,846,000  bushels  in  the 
corresponding  period  in  1933  and  142,748,000  bushels  in  1932. 

Oats. — Farm  stocks  of  oats  on  January  1,  1935,  were  only 
346,258,000  bushels,  compared  with  456,283,000  bushels  on 
January  1,  1934,  and  763,195,000  bushels  on  January  1,  1933. 
The  1934  figure  was  the  previous  low  record  for  recent  years. 
As  in  the  case  of  corn,  farm  supplies  of  oats  on  January  1  this 
year  were  less  than  the  usual  supplies  on  April  1.  Disappear- 
ance of  oats  during  the  last  3  months  of  1934  amounted  to 
100,029,000  bushels  compared  with  151,722,000  bushels  in  the 
corresponding  period  of  1933  and  210,784,000  bushels  in  1932.

Western  Livestock  and  Range  Report,  Jan.   1,   1935 

(17  Western  States) 

Western  ranges  have  a  very  short  supply  of  feed,  but  live- 
stock, which  are  generally  in  fair  to  poor  condition,  have  been 
favored  by  mild,  open  weather,  according  to  the  monthly  Live- 
stock and  Range  Report. 

Ranges. — Winter  ranges  and  pastures  are  very  short  and 
poor,  but  have  been  open  for  grazing.  Light  covering  of  snow 
has  permitted  full  use  of  the  short  supply  of  range  feed  and  saved 
the  very  short  supply  of  hay  and  other  feeds.  Most  of  the 
western  range  country  does  not  have  sufficient  feed  for  the 
livestock  that  have  been  held  if  winter  conditions  are  severe.  A 
large  amount  of  feeds  has  been  shipped  into  the  drought  areas, 
but  generally  this  has  not  been  sufficient  to  offset  the  local 
shortages.  Range  and  other  feeds  are  very  short  in  eastern 
Montana,  the  Dakotas,  western  Kansas  and  Nebraska,  western 
Oklahoma,  the  west  half  of  Texas,  New  Mexico,  Colorado, 
Wyoming,  Utah,  and  Nevada.  There  are  some  local  shortages 
in  eastern  Oregon  and  eastern  Idaho.  Feed  supplies  are  ample 
in  Washington,  western  Montana,  northern  Idaho,  western  and 
northern  Oregon,  parts  of  southern  Idaho,  and  in  some  irrigated 
sections  of  Colorado.  Rains  have  made  very  good  early  feed 
prospects  in  California  and  southern  Arizona.  Wheat  pastures 
are  good  in  central  and  south  central  Kansas  and  north  central 
Oklahoma,  but  poor  in  western  Ka.nsas,  western  Oklahoma,  and 
Texas.  Most  of  the  Great  Plains  area  is  very  dry,  with  a  serious 
deficiency  of  moisture.  Moisture  conditions  have  been  im- 
proved west  of  the  main  range.  Snowfall  east  of  the  Continental 
Divide  has  been  light.  The  condition  of  ranges  at  60  percent 
of  normal  is  the  lowest  on  record  for  January.  Last  month  the 
condition  of  ranges  was  58  percent  of  normal,  compared  with 
74  percent  a  year  ago,  and  the  10-year  average  of  81.2  percent. 

Cattle. — The  condition  of  cattle  is  the  lowest  for  this  season 
in  the  13  years  that  these  reports  have  been  issued.  There  are 
many  thin  cattle  in  the  drought  areas  that  will  be  unable  to 
stand  severe  weather.  Cattle  in  areas  that  have  feed  are  in 
good  flesh.  The  condition  of  cattle  has  improved  in  California 
and  Arizona.  Losses  have  been  light  because  of  mild,  favorable 
weather  during  December,  and  the  Government  purchases 
removed  many  cattle  that  would  have  died.  Breeding  cows 
are  not  in  good  condition.  .  It  seems  that  more  cattle  have  been 
held  in  many  drought  areas  than  can  be  wintered  if  heavy  feed- 
ing is  necessary.  The  condition  of  cattle  is  72  percent  of  normal 
compared  with  71  percent  last  month,  80  percent  a  year  ago, 
and  the  10-year  average  of  85.9  percent. 

Sheep. — Sheep  on  most  of  the  western  ranges  are  in  fair  to 
poor  condition  and  considerable  feeding  has  been  necessar3r. 
Losses  have  been  light  with  mild,  moderate  weather,  but  breed- 
ing ewes  will  not  be  able  to  survive  severe  weather.  The  sheep 
situation  was  greatly  helped  by  the  Government  purchases  of 
old  ewes,  but  generally  there  are  more  sheep  than  can  be  win- 
tered on  the  very  short  supply  of  feed.  Texas  sheep  have  held 
up  very  well,  with  much  feeding,  but  are  thin.  Early  lamb 
prospects  in  California  are  very  good.  The  condition  of  sheep 
is  76  percent  of  normal  compared  with  75  percent  last  month, 
82  percent  a  year  ago,  and  the  10-year  average  of  88.8  percent.

Milk  Production 

With  all  livestock  on  short  rations  because  of  the  scarcity  of 
hay  and  grain  supplies,  milk  production  has  declined  sharply 
since  the  close  of  the  pasturage  season.  Reports  from  crop 
correspondents  on  January  1  showed  an  average  of  10.88  pounds 
of  milk  per  milk  cow  in  their  herds,  compared  with  an  average 
of  11.08  pounds  per  cow  a  month  ago,  11.45  pounds  a  year  ago, 
11.94  pounds  2  years  ago,  and  a  January  1  average  of  12.13 
pounds  during  the  preceding  8  years. 

Reports  on  production  per  cow  averaged  lower  this  month 
than  in  any  previous  month  since  the  records  were  begun  in 
1924,  and  the  decline  of  2  percent  during  December  contrasts 
6harply  with  the  usual  increase  of  2  to  5  percent  during  that 
month.  In  comparision  with  the  situation  a  year  ago,  produc- 
tion per  cow  appears  to  be  about  5  percent  lower,  and  as  the 
number  of  milk  cows  is  probably  4  to  5  percent  lower,  the  total 
daily  milk  flow  is  thought  to  be  9  or  10  percent  less. 

Feed  conditions  have  improved  materially  on  the  Pacific 
Coast  and  in  the  far  Southwest  but  in  nearly  all  other  States 
production  per  cow  is  unusually  low  and  unless  the  weather  is 
unusually  favorable,  production  is  likely  to  continue  low  until 
new  feed  becomes  available.

Prices  received  by  farmers  for  hogs  advanced  contraseasonally 
from  November  15  to  December  15  in  spite  of  about  the  usual 
increase  in  slaughter,  as  a  result  of  the  abnormally  short  market 
supplies  in  prospect  in  the  late  winter  months.  At  $5.15  per 
100  pounds  in  mid-December,  hog  prices  were  11  cents  higher 
at  local  farm  markets  than  a  month  earlier  and  $2.23  per  100 
pounds  higher  than  on  December  15,  1933.  Hog  slaughter  at  8 
primary  markets  amounted  to  623,000  head  during  the  week 
ended  December  15,  as  compared  with  507,000  head  during  the 
week  ended  November  17  and  554,000  head  in  the  corresponding- 
week  of  1933.  The  weight  per  head  averaged  considerably  lower 
than  a  year  earlier,  however,  since  abnormally  short  feed  sup- 
plies have  forced  farmers  to  market  a  very  large  proportion  of 
lightweight  and  unfinished  hogs.

Report  of  January  1,  1935 

Cold-storage  stocks  of  apples  decreased  during  December  by 
the  equivalent  of  1,445,000  barrels  and  were  1,495,000  barrels 
greater  than  stocks  on  the  same  date  a  year  ago  and  236,000 
greater  than  the  5-vear  average. 

Stocks  of  cold-pack  fruits  were  2,897,000  pounds  in  excess  of 
last  vear  but  8,500,000  pounds  less  than  the  5-year  average.  * 

Creamery  butter  holdings  were  reduced  during  the  month  by 
33,941 ,000  pounds.  The  out-of-storage  movement  for  the  same 
period  a  vear  ago  was  26,917,000  and  the  5-year  average  for  the 
period,  22,401,000  pounds.  Stocks  were  64,156,000  below  those 
of  a  year  ago  and  i3, 961, 000  less  than  the  5-year  average.

American  cheese  stocks  were  reduced  by  6,842,000  pounds  as 
compared  with  7,373,000  during  December  1933  and  6,628,000 
for  the  5-year  average.  Holdings  were  12,073,000  pounds  in 
excess  of  January  1  a  year  ago  and  23,275,000  greater  than  the 
5-year  average. 

Total  stocks  of  all  varieties  of  cheese  exceeded  those  of  last 
year  by  10,222,000  pounds  and  the  5-year  average  by  20,519,000. 

Stocks  of  shell  eggs  were  84,000  cases  less  than  a  year  ago  and 
346,000  less  than  the  5-year  average. 

Frozen  egg  meats  were  3,444,000  pounds  greater  than  hold- 
ings a  year  ago  but  1,694,000  less  than  the  5-year  average;  and 
the  total  case  equivalent  of  both  shell  and  frozen  eggs  was 
14,000  cases  in  excess  of  last  year  but  395,000  less  than  the  5- 
year  average. 

Frozen  poultry  holdings  increased  26,187,000  pounds  during 
December  and  were  8,249,000  greater  than  a  year  ago  and  12,- 
257,000  greater  than  the  5-year  average.

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The  Price  Situation 

Summary  as  of  January  15,  1935 

Farm  Prices. — The  general  level  of  farm  prices  appears  to  be 
somewhat  higher  than  in  mid-December  and  over  one-third 
above  the  level  of  a  year  ago.  The  most  notable  advance  in 
farm  prices  during  the  last  month  has  been  that  for  hogs  and 
cattle.  Meat  animals  comprise  the  largest  group  in  the  farm 
price  index  with  a  weight  of  25  percent.  Prices  of  this  group, 
in  percentage  of  the  pre-war  average,  have  long  been  lower  than 
for  any  other  group.  The  recent  rise  in  prices  of  meat  animals 
has,  therefore,  brought  them  more  in  line  with  prices  of  feeds 
and  other  farm  products.  Grain  prices  are  about  the  same  as 
in  mid-December,  whereas  prices  of  most  other  farm  products 
have  been  steady  to  higher  except  for  some  seasonal  declines 
which  h&ve,  for  the  most  part,  been  less  than  usual.  Indica- 
tions point  to  a  further  increase  in  prices  of  meat  animals  in 
relation  to  feed  prices. 

The  general  trend  of  farm  prices  has  been  upward  since  the 
low  point  of  55  percent  of  pre-war  was  reached  in  early  1933. 
For  the  last  4  months  the  index  of  farm  prices  has  averaged  a 
little  over  100,  and  in  mid-December  prices  of  all  farm  products, 
except  potatoes  and  wool,  were  higher  than  they  were  a  year 
earlier.  For  1934,  as  a  whole,  farm  prices  averaged  90  percent 
of  pre-war  compared  with  70  for  1933  and  65  for  1932  which 
was  the  lowest  for  any  year  on  record.  All  groups  of  farm 
products  showed  substantial  price  advances  in  1934  over  1933, 
except  commercial  truck  crops  which  declined  slightly,  but  which 
were  still  a  little  above  the  average  for  all  other  farm  products. 
The  general  level  of  farm  wage  rates  dropped  7  points  during 
the  last  quarter  of  1934.  However,  the  index  of  farm  wage 
rates  on  January  1  of  86  percent  of  the  1910-14  average  was  5 
points  above  the  level  of  a  year  earlier. 

Wholesale  Prices. — The  movement  of  wholesale  prices  in  1934 
as  compared  with  1933  was  characterized  by  greater  stability 
in  prices  generally,  especially  for  nonagricultural  commodities, 
and  a  reduction  in  the  disparity  between  prices  of  the  various 
commodity  groups.  The  rise  in  the  general  index  may  be 
attributed  to  the  rise  in  prices  of  farm  products  and  foods  as 
the  trend  of  prices  of  other  than  farm  and  food  products  com- 
bined was  practically  constant  throughout  1934.  During  the 
year,  prices  of  the  raw-materials  group,  which  includes  many 
farm  products,  increased  considerably  more  than  the  prices  of 
finished  goods  whereas  prices  of  semi-manufactured  goods  at  the 
end  of  1934  were  practically  the  same  as  a  year  earlier.  Whole- 
sale prices  of  all  commodities  averaged  about  110  percent  of  the 
1910-14  level  for  1934,  the  highest  since  1930,  compared  with 
96  for  1933,  and  the  post-war  low  of  95  for  1932. 

Wheat. — Wheat  prices  strengthened  somewhat  during  the 
latter  part  of  December  and  early  January.  In  the  United 
States  they  averaged  a  little  higher  in  December  than  in  Novem- 
ber. January  1  stocks  of  wheat  are  tentatively  indicated  to  be 
about  140,000,000  bushels  less  than  a  year  ago,  and  consequently 
it  now  seems  likely  that  the  July  1  carry-over  may  be  145,000,000 
bushels  or  less.  Prospects  for  the  1935  wheat  crop  are  still  very 
uncertain.  However,  with  the  winter  'wheat  crop  tentatively 
indicated  on  the  basis  of  December  1  conditions  to  be  somewhere 
around  475,000,000  bushels,  a  total  crop  somewhat  in  excess  of 
700,000,000  bushels  might  result  if  there  should  be  average 
yields  of  spring  wheat.  For  average  yields  of  spring  wheat, 
however,  somewhat  more  than  average  precipitation  in  the 
Northwest  Great  Plains  area  would  be  necessary  during  the 
spring  months,  and  consequently  it  would  not  be  surprising  to 
see  a  total  wheat  crop  for  1935  of  somewhat  less  than  700,000,000 
bushels.  Since  domestic  utilization  is  normally  about  625,- 
000,000  bushels,  this  would  leave  only  a  rather  small  surplus  of 
wheat  available  for  export  in  the  1935-36  season. 

Corn. — Corn  prices  early  in  January  were  slightly  below  the 
seasonal  high  to  date,  which  was  reached  in  the  first  week  of 
December.  Corn  supplies,  January  1,  were  only  about  half  as 
large  as  a  year  previous.  Assuming  average  conditions,  the 
January  April  a\  erage  price  of  corn  is  not  expected  to  be  great  In- 
different from  the  December  level.  In  seasons  of  short  feed 
crops  such  as  this  one,  and  particularly  in  such  seasons  when 
hog  numbers  were  sharply  reduced,  corn  prices  in  the  fall  and 
early  winter  discounted  the  small  production,  and  a  marked 
advance  later  in  I1  e       ison  has  been  infrequent. 

1  aranee  of  hay  and  other  roughage  under  the  forage 

conservation  program  has  been  at  a  rapid  rate.  The  diminish- 
ing supl  •  ■!  i..'  lie  rough  feeds  may  be  supplemented  to  a 
considerable  extent  by  duty-free  imports  of  Canadian  hay  and 
roughage.  Both  Canadian  and  United  States  railroads  have 
established  special  rates  for  transporting  emergency  in-ship- 
ments.  Eff<  ctive  Decembi  c  30,  Illinois,  Iowa,  Minnesota,  Wis- 
consin, and  Nebraska  hay  and  straw  may  move  "west-bound" 
to  .South  Dakota  as  well  as  "  casl -bound  ",  due  to  a  revision  in 
the  western  dunk  line  freight  rates.  As  an  aid  in  relieving  the 
feed  shortage  in  Nebraska,  the  State  department  of  agriculture 


has  temporarily  modified  quarantine  restrictions  to  permit  in- 
shipments  of  alfalfa  hay  from  certain  counties  in  Idaho  and 
Oregon  formerly  barred  because  of  alfalfa  weevil  infestation, 
but  Wisconsin  and  Kansas  have,  in  turn,  embargoed  shipments 
of  alfalfa  hay  from  Nebraska. 

Potatoes. — Large  supplies  of  potatoes  remaining  in  ware- 
houses in  producing  sections  have  tended  to  hold  prices  fairly 
stable  at  low  levels  during  recent  weeks.  These  large  stocks, 
together  with  new  supplies  coming  from  the  early  Southern 
States,  are  expected  to  cause  prices  to  remain  at  or  near  the 
present  levels  during  the  next  few  months. 

Tobacco. — Prices  of  the  various  types  of  tobacco  sold  at 
auction-warehouse  markets  during  the  first  week  in  January 
showed  little  change  from  the  prices  prevailing  in  December, 
according  to  reports  supplied  by  the  Agricultural  Adjustment 
Administration.  The  total  farm  value  of  the  1934  crop  of  all 
types  of  tobacco  grown  in  the  United  States  was  estimated  in 
December  at  $241,000,000  (exclusive  of  rental  and  benefit  pay- 
ments), which  is  approximately  one-third  more  than  the  farm 
value  of  the  larger  1933  crop  and  above  the  farm  value  of  any 
crop  since  1929. 

Hogs. — Hog  prices  rose  sharply  during  late  December  and 
early  January  to  the  highest  levels  since  1931,  in  response  to  a 
very  marked  reduction  in  marketings.  The  liquidation  of  light- 
weight and  unfinished  hogs  which  was  in  progress  because  of 
feed  shortage  was  largely  completed  by  mid-December,  and  in 
the  subsequent  weeks  supplies  of  all  hogs  going  to  slaughter 
were  the  smallest  for  the  season  in  many  years.  With  market- 
ings during  the  remainder  of  the  winter  expected  to  show  marked 
decreases  from  a  year  earlier,  and  total  hog  slaughter  in  1935 
indicated  to  be  the  smallest  since  1910,  hog  prices  may  be 
expected  to  advance  to  still  higher  levels. 

The  1934  fall  pig  crop  was  about  48  percent  smaller  than 
that  of  a  year  earlier,  according  to  the  December  1  Pig  Crop 
Report.  This  indicates  unusually  small  supplies  of  hogs  for 
slaughter  during  the  5  months,  May  to  September  1935.  The 
combined  fall  and  spring  pig  crop  of  1934,  totaling  52,923,000 
head,  was  28,834,000  head,  or  35  percent,  smaller  than  that  of 
1933.  The  December  pig  survey  also  indicated  a  probable 
decrease  of  17  percent  in  the  number  of  sows  to  farrow  in  the 
spring  of  1935,  as  compared  with  a  year  earlier.  A  decrease  to 
this  extent  would  mean  that  the  1935  spring  pig  crop  would  be 
about  6,000,000  head  smaller  than  the  spring  crop  of  last  .year 
and  21,000,000  smaller  than  the  spring  crop  of  1933.  Such  a 
decrease  would  be  certain  to  result  in  smaller  slaughter  supplies 
of  hogs  during  the  last  3  months  of  1935  than  in  the  correspond- 
ing period  of  1934. 

Cattle. — Prices  of  slaughter  cattle  during  the  first  half  of 
December  were  steady  at  the  high  level  reached  late  in  Novem- 
ber and  then  advanced  sharply  during  the  second  half  of  the 
month.  The  average  weekly  price  of  beef  steers  at  Chicago 
the  week  ended  Januan'  5  of  $8.31  was  the  highest  since  late 
in  1931  and  compares  with  $4.70  for  the  week  ended  February 
24,  1933,  the  lowest  weekly  average  price  of  recent  years.  While 
the  price  advance  in  December  was  due  in  part  to  decreasing 
numbers  and  lighter  weights  of  slaughter  cattle,  it  also  probably 
reflected  the  advancing  prices  of  both  hogs  and  lambs,  the  de- 
crease in  supplies  of  which  was  relatively  greater.  With  a  sharp 
reduction  in  the  number  of  cattle  on  feed  January  1,  and  the 
further  increased  Government  purchase  of  distress  cattle  in 
drought  States  of  around  1,000,000  head,  the  supply  of  cattle 
for  commercial  slaughter  during  the  next  few  months  will 
probably  be  considerably  reduced.  Although  advances  in  prices 
as  great  as  those  of  recent  weeks  are  not  to  be  expected,  it  is 
likely  that  the  present  price  will  be  maintained  and  may  grad- 
ually advance. 

Butter. —  Butter  prices  made  more  than  the  usual  seasonal 
increase  from  November  to  December  and  in  early  January 
prices  continued  to  increase  whereas  they  usually  decline  at 
that  time.  Butter  production  is  less  than  a  year  earlier  and 
stocks  decidedly  less,  so  that  total  supplies  of  domestic  butler 
during  the  remainder  of  the  feeding  season  will  be  considerably 
less  than  a  year  ago,  anil  the  seasonal  decline  in  prices  from  the 
usual  winter  peak  until  the  beginning  of  the  pasture  season  will 
be  less  than  average. 

Cheese. — Cheese  prices  have  increased  even  though  produc- 
tion and  storage  stocks  arc  decidedly  larger  than  they  were  a 
year  ago.  The  movement  of  cheese  into  consuming  channels 
lias  been  unusually  large,  and  the  higher  prices  for  butter  to- 
gether with  the  prospects  for  low  production  of  milk  during  the 
winter  have  strengthened  the  cheese  market.  It  seems  prob- 
able that  the  seasonal  decline  in  cheese  prices  up  to  the  beginning 
of  the  pasture  season  will  be  less  than  usual. 

Chickens  and  eggs. — Egg  prices  declined  seasonally  from  their 
November  peak  to  mid-December  Followed  by  a  marked  un- 
seasonal  rise  in  late  December.  With  receipts  and  storage 
stocks  below  average,  the  seasonal  decline  this  year  is  likely  to

be  less  than  usual.  Farm  prices  of  chickens  have  probably 
reached  their  seasonal  low  point  and  are  likely  to  rise  during  the 
next  3  or  4  months. 

Iambs. — Prices  of  slaughter  lambs  were  fairly  steady  during 
the  first  half  of  December  at  the  high  level  reached  in  late 
November.  During  the  latter  half  of  the  month  prices  made  a 
sharp  increase  that  carried  the  top  on  lambs  to  the  highest  point 
since  June  and  the  general  level  of  all  slaughter  lambs  to  the 
highest  reached  since  1934  lambs  began  to  move  in  volume  in 
May.  Market  supplies  of  lambs  were  sharply  reduced  in 
December.  Receipts  at  seven  leading  markets  were  the  small- 
est for  the  month  in  over  a  decade.  Supplies  of  lambs  are  ex- 
pected to  be  more  nearly  normal  during  the  next  few  months 
than  are  supplies  of  hogs  or  cattle.  Lamb  prices  during  the 
next  few  months  will  be  influenced  by  the  trend  in  prices  of 
cattle  and  hogs,  but  further  advances  from  the  level  reached  in 
early  January  may  not  be  great. 

Wool. — Demand  for  wool  in  the  Boston  market  has  strength- 
ened considerably  since  September.  While  manufacturers  are 
not  yet  disposed  to  build  up  stocks,  the  rapid  increase  in  mill 
consumption  in  the  last  quarter  of  1934  made  necessary  con- 
siderable purchases  of  wool  for  current  requirements.  Stocks 
of  wool  held  by  United  States  dealers  at  the  beginning  of  1935 
probably  are  larger  than  for  several  years,  but  stocks  of  cloth 
and  semi-manufactures  are  much  smaller  than  at  the  beginning 
of  1934.  Price  quotations  on  wool  at  Boston  have  shown  little 
change  since  the  middle  of  October  and  changes  are  expected 
to  be  small  during  the  remainder  of  the  1934-35  season  (to 
Apr.  1,  1935).  Since  the  margin  of  domestic  prices  over  foreign 
prices  is  now  about  equal  to  the  tariff,  domestic  price  changes 
in  the  next  few  months  will  depend  to  some  extent  upon  develop- 
ments in  foreign  markets. 
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Tbese  index  numbers  are  based  on  retail  prices  paid  by  farmers  for  commodities 
used  jn  living  and  production  reported  quarterly  for  March,  June,  September,  and 
December.    The  indexes  for  other  months  are  straight  interpolations  between  the 
successive  quarterly  indexes. 
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Cotton. — Domestic  cotton  prices  have  been  comparatively 
steady  during  recent  months.  The  average  price  of  Middling 
%  in  the  10  markets  during  December  was  slightly  higher  than 
in  the  previous  2  months.  With  the  exception  of  August  and 
September,  the  December  average  of  12.60  cents  per  pound  was 
the  highest  monthly  average  for  4^  years.  Domestic  cotton 
consumption  during  December  declined  more  than  usual  com- 
pared with  November  but  it  was  19  percent  larger  than  the  re- 
stricted output  of  December  1933.  Cotton  consumption  in 
Europe  continues  to  run  below  a  year  earlier,  and  a  considerably 
smaller  proportion  of  American  cotton  is  being  used.  World 
production  of  all  cotton  is  now  estimated  at  23,000,000  bales, 
or  3,100,000  bales  less  than  the  previous  year  and  the  smallest 
since  1923-24.  Foreign  production  is  tentatively  estimated  at 
13,269,000  bales,  which  is  200,000  bales  larger  than  the  previous 
season  and  the  largest  in  history.
